RADIO PLANNED 
Honolulu is Proposed for 
All Peoples Facing Ocean 
W ould be Linked 


Fostering of Good Feeling 
is Chief Purpose — 


{BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 
HONOLULU, Nov 24.—Impe- 
tus wak given the movement for 
the establishment of a powerful 
radio broadcasting station at 
Honolulu, which will give a daily 
information service to all coun- 
tries bordering on the Pacific 
Ocean, at a recent meeting here 
of representatives of the Pan-Pa- 
cific Union. A committee headed 
by L.'’A. Thurston of Honolulu 
was appointed to investigate 
further the possibilities of the 
proposition, 

Alexander Hume Ford, direct- 
or the Pan-Pacific Union, who 
has just returned from a tour of 
the Orient and Australasia, out- 
lined the plan for the proposed 
broadcasting station as follows: 
“More than two years ago the 


Pan-Pacific Press Conference

Union, ufging that they take up 
with the governments of the Pa- 
cific the matter of i bringing 
about radio communications  be- 
tween the peoples of all races in 
the Pacific area at a rate so rea- 
sonable that they might learn 
daily of each other’s doings and 
so know and trust each other 


more. 

at the Pan-Pacific 
commercial _. conference a year 
ago such a resolution was again 
unanimously adopted and again 
the Pan-Pacific Union was urged 
to bring about better radio com- 
munication between Pacific peo- 
ples, Following this up on my 
tour around the Pacific as di- 
rector of the Pan-Pacific Union, 
I held meetings with the leading 
radio men of the different Pa- 
cife countries and obtained the 
appointment of committees in 
each of these Pacific lands that 
will follow up this work. 


JAPAN IN LINE, 

“In Japan the matter was tak- 
en up of persuading the govern- 
ment to permit students and. oth- 
ers to install radio apparatus and 
receive messages from different 
parts of Japan and from abroad. 
Japan’ is now granting this per- 
mission and this great country hed 
sixty million people will 
opened up to the broadcast Soule 
stations that can reach Japan. 

“In China, after a conference 
in Peking. Mr. Schwerin, presi- 
dent of the Radio Corporation of 
America, offered the Pan-Pacific 
Union free radia service for two 
years after th great power 
station is erected in China. 

“This was in recognition of the 
good work of bringing about co- 
operation among Pacific peoples. 

“In the king is one of 
the most progressive monarchs of 
the world and his ministers are 
doing everything in their power 
to bring Siam up to the intellec- 
tual level of other countries and 
there will be no question about 
permits being given for her peo- 
ple to receive messages that are 
sent out by amateurs and others. 

“In Java free radio Messages 
are received daily from Toulon in 
France that are sent out by the 
government.

“The Pan-Pacific Union, having 
followed out the suggestions of two 
of its great conference bodies, has 
appointed a radio committee in 
each Pacific country to co-operate 
wit hone another and is now pre- 
paring to appoint a kindred com- 
mittee here in Honolulu. This 
committee will report back to the 
Pan-Pacific Union suggestions as 
to the best methods of obtaining 
and maintaining in Honolulu a 
great central broadcasting station. 

“The workers in the Pan-Pacific 
Union have looked forward for 
years to using Honolulu as the 
great broadcasting information 
center of the Pacific and have been 
in communication with those 
around the Pacific who are also in- 


Hawaii many of our leading citi- 
sens have been working in the 
same direction. 

“There must be a central com- 
mittee in Hawali for here is the 
great service station of the Pacific. 
Here was established the first com- 
mercial telephone service in the 
world, the “first commercial radio 
service in the world and here must 
be established the first great inter- 
racial and international broadcast- 
ing station. 

“I believe that the Pan-Pacific 
Union can be of great service to 
such a committee for the Pan-Pa- 
cific Union will not hesitate to ask 
of the Navy the use of any

Good Demand for Increased 


Harvesting Will Start Much 


CROP IS RECORD 


Earlier Than Usual 


Better Rainfall This Year 
Boosts Percentage 


Tonnage is Seen

HONOLULU, Nov. 24.—Harvest- 
ing the 1924 crop of sugar cane in 
the Hawatiian Islands will be 
started this week, or about four 
weeks earlier than usual. The 
Sugar mills did not finish handling 
the 1928 crop until October 31, 60 
there will be only a short time bee 
tween seasons. 

It is found necessary to begin 
grinding the coming season's crop 
of cane unusually early because of 
the prospective increase of ton- 
hage, it is explained. Estimates of 
the 1924 production range all the 
wy from 25,000 tons to 666,000 
tons, as compared with a total 
ield of 513,000 tons last season. 

hile it will not be possible to 
ive anything like an accurate es- 

ate of the 1924 production un- 
til alo in February, sugar fac- 
tors and growers are of the opin- 
lon that it will be large and pres- 
ent indications point to a record 
crop. 
LARGE INCREASE 

It is stated that the five large 
plantations which are represented 
by Alexander & Baldwin, Lad., of 
tal of 127,000 tons 
season, as compared with th 98, 
tons last season. This would mean 
a 30 per cent increase, but it is 
asserted that this large percentage 
of increase cannot be applied to 
the total prospective production in 
these islands. 

The largest production of raw 
Sugar ever obtained in the Ha- 
walian Islands in any one year was 
in 1915, when it reached 646,455 
tons. The crop of 1923 was the 
smallest for a period of ten years. 
The decrease last season was due 
chiefly to lack of rainfall, esve- 
clally on the Island of Mayi, where 
there are several large plantations. 
ere was also a shortage of la- 
bor upon some plantations, but 
this condition has been largely re- 
lieved by bringing in Filipinos 
for field work. For the most part, 
the areas that are to make up the 
1924 harvest are in prime condi- 
tion at this time 
One of the features of the in- 
dustry is that practically all of the 
plantation sugar mills will have 
disposed of and shipped all of their 
molasses by the end of this calen- 
dar year. This condition is said to 
be due to the big increase in the 
demand for Hawalian molasses 
over any previous year. The mo- 
lasses is for the most part used as 
mixture for stock feed. It ig ez-

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TEST IS PLANNED 


CHICAGO PROFESSORS TO 
FIND EFFECT OF ETHER 
ON LIGHT 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

CHICAGO, Nov. 24.—-After sev- 
eral weeks of experiments the final 
result of which is expected to have 
a bearing on the Einstein theory, 
Prof. Albert Michelson and Dean 
Henry Gordon Gale of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, have determined 
that their methods are correct, it 
was disclosed today, and that opti- 
cal difficulties have been overcome. 
Final teste are to be made next 
spring. They seek to measure the 
velocity of light in conection with 
the movements of ether, although 
Einstein has disregarded ether. 

With a tube one foot in diameter 
laid in the form of a square, 1500 
feet ta each side, they expect to 
make the final tests. 
of the pipe will be open, in the 
others will be fitted mirrors. At the 
open corner will be a half-silvered 
mirror and through this a bea 
of light will be pro‘ected to be de- 
fiected by the half mirror in one 
direction and through the nearly 
transparent mirror in the other di- 
rection, thus sending one beam of 
light in two directions at once. 

If ether travels with the earth, 
they hold, the beam of light 
will require the same time to go 
around the pipe in both directions, 
but if the beam travels faster in 
one direction than in the other, 
they consider it would indicate that 
the ether does not move with the 
earth and does affect the velocity 
of light.

The name of Wright goes down);example, held

Wright gave his men the first 
distinctive uniforms. He signed 
up his brother——perhaps the besi 
all-around player known to the 
game. In 1869, the Cincinnatis 
had uninterrupted victory in their 
tour of the country, the first east- 
ern tour of a western club. And 
they made money, which places 
Harry Wright as our first basebal) 
magnate. Here is his first salary 
list, so often quoted:

early American sport. Of English 
extraction, the Wright family be- 


gan in this country with a famous 
cricketer, his two sons—Harry and 
George—bringing to baseball that 
spirit of team play known to 
cricket. George's son, Beale C. 
Wright, was a champion tennis 
player. 

It was through the methods 
adopted by Ikiarry Wright, when he 
organized the Cincinnati Red Stock- 
ings of 1868-70, that the crude 
game of baseball began to be revo- 
lutionized. He brought to it a more 
Scientific meaning, because he in- 
sisted on the more articulate mean- 
ing of every position in the game 

-infleld and outfield. It was a 
great temptation for the unprofes- 
sional player in early days to play 
for the benefit of his best girl look- 
ing on, and not for the ultimate 
‘letory of the club. It would have 
hurt a good batsman then to sac- 
rifice a hit fdr the good of a run. 

In other words, before Harry 
Wright, each player played for 
himself. Wright said to his men: 
“Don't play for hits; play for 
scores.” And this slogan was the 
reason for his invention—though 
he didn’t know it at the time—of 
the sacrifice hit. 

It was Harry Wright who, in 
1867, faced boldly the rule that 
Players were to receive “no pay.” 
He went to Cincinnati with the 
idea of organizing an all-profes- 
ional nine. He reached out not 
only for the best local talent but 
he held men from other places, 
hus establishing the custom of

While 
there is a large area that requires 
to be dredged to a suitable depth, 
the disposal of the material is a 
simple matter. Much of it can be 
used for filling in partly sub- 
merged areas and other material

short distance. Already progress 
has been made toward harbor de- 
velopment. The construction of a 
jetty at the bay entrance and the 
redging of shallow channels were 
completed with funds provided by 
the city of Newport Beach and 
Orange county, and new work is 
suggested 
further bond issue to be provided 
by the county. , 

Tak the cue from Los An- 
geles, the county is endeavoring to 
secure a reasonable area of water 
frontage to be bought from pres- 
ent owners. In this way the in- 
terests of Orange county will be 
closely tied with the development 
of the harbor. With a bond issue 
of approximately $1,000,000 it is 
suggested that a second jetty be 
constructed to provide a clear en- 
trance 700 feet in width and 
dredged to a depth of thirty or 
th'-ty-five feet. This is to be fol- 
lowed by the dredging of an an- 
chorage basin inside the entrance, 
where the bay opens up to a width 
of about 1700 feet. Channels to 
the industrial area will also 
provided. Here considerable dredg- 
ing is now being carried on by 
owners of private lands within the 
bay region. The cost of dredging 
is low as there is no rock to be 
found in the area to be dredged 

WILL SKIRT rR 

The line of the State highway 
which is to follow the coast line 
from Long Beach down the coast 
to San Diego will skirt the har- 
bor and cross on a drawbridge, 
the inlet connecting the lower and 
the upper bay. 

Interest in the harbor problems 
is shown in every direction. Lo- 
cation of a number of factories 
is looked, for. and already one or 
two have selected sites near by in 
view of the early development of 
the harbor territory. 

Nearly one hundred years ago 
a famous French historian wrote 
of the future of the United States 
and at that time said that. the 


Pacific Ocean would be the theater 


of our greatest effort. Gradually 
the curtain is lifting on. the scenes 
of action which will make for 
the great “World Play” of the Pa- 
cific drama. The Pacific is the 
greatest expanse of water. On its 
shores live the greatest of the 
masses of world people. The old- 
est forms of civilization represent- 
ed by oriental nationalities and 
the latest and most complete civ- 
ilization represented by America, 
have the Pacific Ocean for serv- 
ige and a stage. 

The awakening of the United 
States to the value of ocean com- 
merce is to revolutionize condi- 
tions on the Pacific. The growth 
of our country into a manufac- 
turing nation requires that we be 
in position to deliver the goods 
we make to the people who will 
buy, To put products into the 
world’s markets quickly, smooth- 
ly, and at a time when the de- 
mand is good requires that there 
be at the disposal of the producer 
ships in which to carry the mer- 
chandise, and ships need harbors, 
Just as railroads make it possible 
to put into the comst markets the 
goods produced in the interjor so 
the ships that ply the coast are 
able to place the goods in the 
hands of the distant and trans- 
water consumer on the Pacific, At- 
lantic or any other of the seven 
seas. 


DEVELOPMENT URGED 


The lesrnon for us is the early 
development of several ports. Di- 
version of some of the world or 
foreign trade to Pacific ports is 
necessary to best benefit the coun- 
try. In the United States the ten- 
dency has been to foster the de- 


velopment of one or two porta like. 


New York, which, for years, has 
handled approximately 50 per cent 
of the country’s foreign commerce. 
We have ignored the natural ad- 
vantages of, and the importance of 
developing -many of the other, 
though smaller, ports. We may well 

ourselves whether it is not 
wise for the country as a whole 
to spread its commerce over sev- 
eral ports. 

Speaking before the American 
Bociety of Civil Engineers, Mr. 
Frederic H. Fay, Consulting Engi- 
neer of Boston, said: “The devel- 
opment of smaller ports means a 
diminution of labor troubles and 
less likelihood of strikes having 
such serious effects on water- 
borne commerce. Such develop- 
ments mean not only the building 
up of cities where the ports are 
located, but also the districts trib- 
utary thereto and a more even 
distribution of prosperity through- 
out the country at large. Ameri- 
cans have been too much inclined 
only to consider part developments 
in the light of foreign commerce 
and have ignored the advantages 
of po developments in increas- 
ing and cheapening domestic com- 
merce and in lessening the cost 


bei of living, In the smaller ports 


the cost of development is sub- 
stantially less than the provision 
of equally good facilities in the 
larger ports. Water-front prop- 
erties are relatively cheap. Belt- 
line rail connections are usually 
more readily provided, if they do 
not atready exist. 

“Today. large industries are 
coming to realize the digadvan- 
tages of concentration in the very 
large cities and the advantages to 
be gained by locating their plants 
in smaller communities where bet- 
ter living and labor conditions are 
found. The development of 
smaller ports to cheapen trans- 
portation to and from smaller 
communities, th on the  sea- 
board and in e district tribu- 
tary to the port, M of,direct con- 
cern to industries which are seek- 
ing to develop plants in the small- 
er cities and towns. This tenden- 
cy toward distribution rather than 


concentration is a, helpful one for 
industries and the country as a 
whole, and makes necessary, more 
than before, serious consideration 
of the need of development of 
smaller ports.” 


GREAT FUTURE LOOMS 

What a great future this pros- 
pect holds for California. Its cli- 
mate is suited to the most at- 
tractive of conditions for manu- 
facturing, with the development 
of the sources of raw materials 
and products at convenient loca- 
tions and with the advent of 
cheap electric power generated 
from the great streams through- 
out the Sierra Nevada Mountains 
and the Rockies. Labor, living 
under conditions which make for 
happiness, contentment, comfort 
and prosperity, surely the coming 
of industry is assured on a scale 
which the most hopeful dare not 
yet dream of. Southern California 
is indeed a place where “Climate 
helps industry most.” 


One of the great problems at 
Los Angeles was to take the Los 
Angeles River out of the harbor 


area. To a lesser degree the Har- 


bor Commission of Orange county 


had a similar problem to face. 
Fortunately for Orange county 


the natural advantages were more 
favorable and the Santa Ana 


River has successfully been di- 


verted into the ocean aj a nom- 


inal cost. 

The Harbor Commission of Or- 
ange county was also fortunate in 
the selection of its harbor engin- 
eers. When the Committee of One 
Hundred Citizens raised the $200,- 
000.00 fund to investigate and 
make recommendations on the 
Los Angeles Harbor plans, they 
searched far and wide for experi. 
ienced men with national reputa- 
tions to pass upon the great. works 
to be undertaken for the devel- 
opment of Los Angeles’ splendid 
port. The committee finally  se- 
lected Leeds & Barnard, of Los 
Angeles, and it was this same firm 
which was asked to undertake the 


‘Planning of the harbor for Or- 


ange county at Newport Bay. The 
harbor lines at Newport Bay and 
all the work done has been under 
the direction of and has first re- 
ceived the sanction and approval 
of. this firm of engineers. 

Briefly the plans call for an 
entrance channel of 700 # feet 
width and thirty feet in depth. 
This will open into ai 1709-foot 
basin connecting with two impor- 
tant channels, the “county chan- 
nel,” 600 feet in width and 6000 
feet in length and the “city chan- 
nel,” 800 feet wide increasing to 
1200 feet wide and 4000 feet 
long. Other important works are 
also in contemplation but those 
mentioned are the major features 
of the present plan. 


TRUCK FACILITIES GOOD 


The counties of San Bernardino 
and Riverside are within easy 
trucking and rail distance of the 
harbor at Newport Bay and while 
the Southern Pacific and Pacific 
Electric are the only railroads 
reaching the harbor at present, the 
Santa Fe is within a few miles and 
the Union Pacific not much furth- 
er away. First-class paved roads 
connect with Santa Ana and other 
important cities and towns in Or- 
ange county. 

Already Newport Bay is famous 
for its yachting and boating. Many 
fine boats make headquarters 
there and the Yacht Club has been 
represented for several years by 
one or more entries in the inter- 
nationally famous Honolulu yacht 
races. There are splendid beaches 
for bathing, either ocean or bay, 
and many beautiful homes. 

, At the present time not less than 
a million people fhrouvghout the 
East are shaping their plans to 
come and live in California.

_ | Four divisions were created, each 
with a resident vice-president and 
a Manager. <A board of directors 
‘in each division forms the advisory 
council. The divisions are Edst- 
ern, Southern Central, Northern 
Central and Western. 


HEADQUARTERS CHOSEN 

San Francisco was chosen as 
headquarters for the Western Di- 
vision, and Henry M. Robinson, 
president of the First National 
Bank of Los Angeles was named 
vice-president. Paul Clagstone is 
the manager of the San Francisco 
office. Arthur 8B. Brent of Brent 
Brothers, general contractors, is a 
member of the advisory council. 

In the Western Division are 
Arizona, California, Colorado, Ida- 
ho, Montana, Nevada, New Mexi- 
co, Oregon, Utah, Washington and 
Wyoming.

FLEET TO OPEN ATTACK 

The battle fleet, under Admiral 
Samuel S. Robinson, will give the 
first shock of attack, in a surprise 
operation against the Pacific side 
of the canal, which will be de- 
'fended by the Atlantic forces, un- 
der Vice-Admiral Newton McCully. 
, In this operation destroyers will 
act as scouts, and will be sup- 
potted by the new light crulsers 
in commission. 

An air problem will. be faced on 
both sides, the Pacific forces 
using catapulted planes for local 
scouting, and the Atlantic sending 
lout plane fleets from their air- 
eraft earriers, U.5S.8. Langley and 
U.sS.8s. Wright. The submarine 
forces will also be used in defense 
of the cana), but three high-seas 
submarines traveling with the 
battle fleet. 

The first use of aircraft fog and 
emoke screens, in naval operations 
of a serious nature, will be effected 
at Panama, when in a combined 
air attack on Panama, the Army 
will interpose an aerial screen, and 
attack individually and in forma- 
tion from behind it. : 

PROGRAM OUTLINED 

The United States fleet, both At- 
lantic ad Pacific groups, leaves for 
southern waters on January 4, 1924, 
making rendezvous at the Vie- 
quez area about January 29%, after 
scouting and attacking each other 
for control of the: situation, all 
arms engaged. 

After overhaul, fueling and con- 
ferences between the commanders, 
the fleets will again put put to sea 
to conduct tactical exercises joint- 
ly. On March 3 the fleet will dis- 
perse to various Panamanian ports 
f-- liberty and recreation. 

Meeting again on March 10, 
tactical exercises will be continued 
at Viequez, and this will be fol- 
lowed again by a period of con- 
ferences and overhauling, com- 
bined with fueling. 

Leaving Viequez Sound, on April 
14, the grand movement of the 
maneuvers begins with a concert- 
ed attack on all Panamanian de- 
fences. The fleet will take all forts 
and guns under bombardment, 
while the air forces assault the 
canal, and the landing parties at- 
tempt to storm the landworks un- 
der cover of the guns of the fleet. 

The landing parties will carry 
fleld guns and hundreds of ma- 
chine guns and 
and the attack will be driven to 
completion, digging in if necessary 
to hold land captured. 


GALLIPOLI IS PATTERN 

The land and sea attack will re- 
semble in many ways the Allied 
assaults on Gallipoli during the 
war.

28, 1924, will sail for their north- 
ern home ports.

PERATION FOR CALIFORNIA 
It is a big job for California to 
measure up to its opportunities because its 
opportunities are so many and the possi: 
bilities of development so great. California 
is unique among the States of the Union 
in several important respects. ‘The Goldcn 
State has greater natural resources; it has 
superior climatic conditions and it has the 
capacity to develop and to produce in great 
diversity. California has a peculiar charm 
that attracts people. Federal census 
statistics show that fewer people leave 
California to reside in other States than 
leave any other State. Likewise more 
people come to California from other States 
than seek any other State or any other two 
States. 

The national center of population and pro- 
duction is shifting westward because of 


that a great massed population will dwell on 
the Pacific Coast in years to come, 

It is clear, therefore, that a great respon- 
sibility rests. upon the present population 
of California. It is equally clear that to 
accOmplish the best results in realizing 
the possibilities, State co-operation in 
‘its truest sense must be had, and particu- 
larly between the State's principal cities, 
San Francisco and Los Angeles. —

TELLS OF TRIP 
“TO NEW MEXICO 


(Continued from First Page) 


ily crossing a ford, were swept 
away by a freshct due to rains in 
the mountains. Later, after pass- 
ing through a lane of cottonwoods 
and rounding a bend, we found 
ourselves in the main street of 
the famous town of Lincoln. It 
Was nearly sunset, and the moun- 
tains were casting their shadows 
over the peaceful village; few peo- 
ple were seen, and these were prin- 
cipally Mexicans. But in former 
times this was a lively town, the 
seat, of t Lincoln county wars. 
made famous by the pen of Emer- 
son Hough and other well-known 
writers. 

Midway of the main street was 
the house where “Billy the Kid" 
was confined when he shot his two 
jailers and escaped. As most peo- 
ple know. this was one of the 
most famous of the desperadoes 
of the wild western days. He was 
a boy from the slums of New York. 
who came West in search of ad- 
venture. Toward the end of his 
career, although he had numerous 
killings to his credit, had a large 
bounty on his head and had been 
hunted by many posses, he was 
stili at large. After a specially 
brutal murder, Pat Garrett, a well- 
known border sheriff, taking with 
him John W. Poe, a United States 
Marshal from Texas, who recent- 
ly died at Roswell, N. M., after be- 

ming one of the prominent cit- 
izens of the State, went in search 
of the “Kid.” He entered the house 
of a Mexican, where the “Kid” was 
supposed to be hiding, and 
asked. “Is the Kid here?” The 
Mexican replied in a whisper, “No. 
but he is near.” It was dark and 
as the Mexican finished speaking 
some one entered the room. ““That 
is the ‘Kid,’" the Mexican whis- 
pered. Garret, who had slipped 
behind the bed, then drew his gun 
and shot the “Kid.” who dropped 
dead at the first shot. 


REACH DESTINATION 

As from Lincdin te our desrtina- 
tion was only nine miles, we were 
goon there, and found at the big 
double gate, two Mexican children. 
who opened for us, and we entered 
the inclosure around the ranch 
house. The ranch house proper 
consisted of two buildings, one hav- 
ing a kitchen, dining-room and 
bedroom, and the other a large 
bedroom, with two double 
and a garage. The living room was 
outside. in the open, under a large 
black walnut tree, where were a 
couch and several easy chairs. In 
the hollow of the tree, were a wa- 
ter bag and a tin-cup, the bag full 
of delicious cool apring water. 

In the morning about 5:30 there 
wae a loud clamor among . the 
chickens, which continued till we 
heard a shot. Upon rising later we 
found that a hawk had: been sit- 
ting in a dead tree, which caused 
the old chickens to sound a waru- 
ing to the young ones to hunt for

cover. Breakfast over, and milk- 
wone, we drove to the postoffice 
and general store at Hondo, a mile 
distant. Here I found that there 
were some peaches to be picked; 
s0 accompanied by the host with a 
long ladder, I walked to the 
orchard. where we found an old 
fellow ahead of us who had already 
gathered a bucketful for himself. 
He said he was 43, but I found later 
that he was thought to be nearly 
80, as he had lived in the vicinity 
for years uncounted. He was spry 
as a cricket, and knew the way 
to place the ladderfo get the best 
results. 


TRIES PEACH PICKING 


I was equipped with a harness to 
which was attached 4 sack for 


picked. The sack was open at the 
bottom, but had a cord to loop it 
ep. which allowed the sack to be 
opened at the bottom at will, for 
dumping the peaches, when a load 
was picked. I had thought it would 
be a simple matter to get the fruit. 
goat I soon learned otherwise; the 
| peaches seemed to hang just where 
the support for the ladder was 
weakest. Upon mounting I found 
that it was necessary to use legs. 
arma and all my sense of balance 
to keep on the ladder; occasionally 
a peach would drop and hit me in 
the eye; {if I reached for a specially 
luecious one, there would be a sud- 
den buzz and roar and a large bee 
would sail perilously close to my. 
ear: upon looking I found that the 
farther side of the peach was eaten 
away. I began to feel that I might 
reach the ground with my load by 
the shortest but not the pleasantest 
route. Then the sack would per- 
sist in getting between me and the 
ladder, till I found the proper an- 
gie at which to sling it. After 
about an hour and a half of hard 
labor we picked two boxes full and 
called it a morning. I used to think 
peaches were high in California, 
but since this experience I am in- 
clined to. think,they are worth all 
charged for them and more, too, if 
1 do the picking. 


RANCH IN VALLEY 
The ranch is situated in the 
valley of the Hondo River, with 


high bills on either side. Through 
it passes the river, which in time 
of high water overfiows its banks 
and deposits a rich loam = that 
makes the ground very fertile. 
Against the hil] on the west side 
is a sprirg which gives the ranch 
its name: out of the hillside come 
a dozen different streams, which 
fall on the rocks below with a 
} pleasant sound and unite to form 
a brook which babbies down a 
gentle slope. and after furnishing 
water for the ranch, is used for 
irrigation. From the spring there 
is a lire of trees, which make a 
kind of ampitheater, and here the 
owner of the ranch allows people 
te camp for the night. Thies is on 
the Ban«shead Highway, which is 
one of the routes from California 
to Texas: some day if you pass 
this way you will see this beautiful 
spot, and will stop for a drink of 
the cool and sparkling water. 
There are several bulidings on 
the ranch. Ore, where at present 
a Mexicin worker lives, has big 
wooden shutters, which in former 
times were closed upon the ap- 
proach of Indians. There were 
holes to be used as portholes, and 
above the big adobe fireplace there 
is still the rack where the guns 
were always kept, ready for use.

So once more we er.tered the se- 
dan. together with trunke and 
grips, two chickens, some and 
Other things to be used in Ros- 
well, our destination for the next 
month. We passed through the 
villages of Tinnie and Picacho, 
and then struck a detour, where a 
new road was being built. For 
five ioiles we had ono of the 
worst roads I ever saw, but after 
getting back in the main road it 
was better. Here we climbed a

Treasury Saving 
Certificates at 
Higher Interest 


In order to stimulate the sale of 
treasury savings certificates, Uncle 
Sam has increased the rate of in- 
terest beginning December 1, to 
4% per cent, The new issue will be 
placed on sale then, according to 
Postmaster O'Brien. 

The certificates with the interest 
compounded semiannually, if held 
until maturity, which is five years 
from the date of sale, will be Is- 
sued in denominations of $25, $108 
and $1000, at the following prices, 
$20 for the $25 certificeates; $80 
for the $100 certificate and $800 
for the $1009 certificate. 

Apart from the selling price, the 


new certificates will correspond in 


all easential respects to the certifi- 
cates now on sale. Each certificate 
matures five years from the date’ 
of issue, and may be redeemed at 
the option of the holder at any 
time after the date ef issue, at 
the value indicated on the back 
of the certificate. 

The certificates are issued only 
in registered form in order to af- 
ford protection against loss and 
theft, and,are exempt from the 
normal Federal income tax and 
from al! State nd local taxation. 
except estate and inheritance taxes.

With the pres- 
sure of subscription rights off the 
market on Wednesday, Shell Union 
made a satisfactory showing by 
advancing from around 14 to 
15 5-8. United States Royalties re- 
sponded favorably to the an- 
nouncement early in the week that 
the Gilmore Oil Company had 
brought in a 3000-barrel well at 
Torrance on property adjoining a 
portion of their holdings. The 
stock advanced about 7 points to 
around 41 cents with a strong un- 
dertone in evidence.

For upwards of three weeks the 
stock market has remained strowg 
and the gain in the average price 
of standard industrial and rail- 
road: stocks has been maintained. 


The advance has been grafual 
though there have been wide fluc- 
tuations in such issues as Davison 


Chemical and Maxwell Motors ‘‘A.” 
neither of which appears to merit 
the attention it has received. As a 
matter of fact, the volumes of 
trading in these two issues in the 
past week far ceeds the total 
number of sha outstanding. Yet 
the fluctuations in such issues do 
not affect the averages, as these 
stocks are not included in the list 
from which the averages are com- 
puted. Hence, the averages sup- 
ply a better key to the real trend 
of the market. 

Money remains fairly cheap and: 
plentiful for speculative purposes, 
the ruling rate of call money in 
the East approximating 4% per 
cent. The steel outlook seems 
slightly improved as evidenced by 
an increaseepf 10 per cent in the 
bookings of Bethiehem Steel for 
October over September. The cop- 
per situation is at present better 
than appeared a few weeks ago, it 
being reported that consumption 
for the third quarter of 1923 was 
at the rate of 20 per cent over the 
corresponding quarter of last year. 
O!l stocks are responding to the 
better outlook indicated by de- 
creased production from the Powell 
Field of Texas, though California 
production moved up slightly, most 
of the gain coming from the Long 
Beach area. Oil stocks were ac- 
tively bid up and an early increase 
in the price of California crude 
would come as no surprise. 

Sugar stocks are strong and bid, 
qdair to become stronger, with the 
cash position of the companies be- 
coming better, their bank loans 
either pald off or greatly reduced 
and a strong upward trend to the 
price of raws and refined. ce 
advances for refined sugar were 


announced by two important com-|- 


panies. Unless some new situa-, 
tion, not anticipated at the pres- 
ent time, develops in the market, 
sugar stocks should continue to 
advance. 

Railroads should be divided into 
two classes, those which are earn- 
ing well in excess of fixed charges 
and those which are not. New 
earning statements are now being 
released and these show excellent 
results, warranting an optimistic 
attitude toward the stocks.  Inci- 
dentally, the car-loading figures 
continue to be very large, the week

MOTOR OUTPUT 

Other figures issued recently 
which have caused a great deal of 
comment are those of the motor 
industry. It appears that the Oc- 
tober output of passenger cars was

trucks against 21,795 a year ago. 
However, it must! be remembered 
that prices have been reduced more 
than once since last October and 
profits per vehicle are correspond- 
ingly less.

This is the graphic  picturé 
which was drawn for me by Gen. 
Samuel McRoberts, president of 
the Metropolitan Trust Company 
of New York, chairman of the 
finance committee of Armour & 
Co. of Chicago, and the man 
who, at commander-in-chief of 
small arms production. during the 
war, was one of the trusted ad- 
visers of the American govern- 
ment during that great crisis. 
America has got the major part 
of the world’s gold. What is she 
going to do with it? That was 
the question I asked Gen. Me- 
Roberts to answer for me, and 
he replied with a promptness that 
showed it was a problem to which 
he had already given thought. But 
the general is that kind of man 
anyway. Born in Missouri, edu- 
cated in Kansas and winning his 
business spurs in Chicago, he has 


RESTING ON OUR GOLD 

“America has the gold, all 

right,’ he said. “She has a moun- 
tain of it that is serving very lit- 
tle good purpose at present, ex- 
cept as a comfortable place for 
foreign nations to lean against.” 
“How is that?” I asked. . 
“It is rather a joke on us Amer- 
icans,” replied the general with a 
chuckle, “if reports are true. After 
the war some of the foreign gov- 
ernments woke up to the fact that 
if they kept their gold reserves 
in this country they would be just 
as useful to them, and America 
would pay them iIntefest for do- 
ing it. It is a ghty good scheme 
—for them.” a 

“Well,” I queried, “what are we 
going to do about it?” 

“Get rid of our surplus gold by 
using it to build up our foreign 
trade,” responded Gen. McRoberts. 
“The future of America depends 
on how we develop our foreign 
commerce, and our golden -oppor- 
cunity is right now. When the 
Ruhr controversy is settled and 
Europe gets back on a normal bus- 
iness basis, it will be more diffi- 
cult. In the case of most manu- 
factyred articles we cannot com- 
pete with Europe. We are like a 
man living off his own fat at pres- 
ent. Our surplus gold is only 
serving to bolster up an entirely 
artificial standard as compared 
with the rest of the world. § If 
it is to be treated the same as 
our idle shipping, it will follow 
the same course. It will be slowly 
dissipated and wasted without do- 
ing us any good. We are buoyed 
up now by a period of temporary 
prosperity, but when Europe re- 
turns to normal, we will find the 
shoe is on the other foot.” 

“Cannot this.surplus gold be 

used to advantage at home?” | 
asked. 
“Not Without causing inflation 
and subsequent disaster. People 
who do not realize that money 
is Worth only what it represents 
in merchandise probaply § think 
that it is impossible for anyone 
to have too much gold, but a 
nation’s currency simpry represents 
the goods the nation produces. All 
the gold we can use is what is 
necessary to redeem our currency 
at ite face value. More than that 
is a surplus. If we use our Dbfi- 
lion dollars surplus as the bagis 
for more currency or the expan- 
sion of credit, we would have a 
disastrous inflation.” 

“Just how can this surplus be 
used in foreign trade?’’ 

“We should export capital,’ re- 
plied the general, “and we have 
got to educate the American people 
to the value of foreign invest- 
ment."’ 

“But foreigners do not want to 
borrow money here,” I suggested 
“because they say we charee too 
high a rate of interest.’’ 

“That is only because our rates 
are based on our domestic finan- 
cial conditions. From the Ameri- 
can standpoint they are not higher 
than the English rates are from 
the English standpoint. That, 
however, is the nubbin of the 
problem, and I confess I do not 
know just what is the solution. 
If we lowered our rates to meet 
foreign competition in the -matter 
of loans, they would also have to 
be lowered for domestic purposes, 
and that would mean inflation. To 
make a succeas of lending money 
abroad at the expense of inflation 
at home would, of course, be too 
costly a bargain.” 

The general wheeled around in 
his chair and looked thoughtfully 
out of the window. ‘There is a 
way out and it has got to be 
found,” he said. “Our future 
prosperity depends on our foreign 
trade, and that must depend in 
turn in a large measure on how 
we invest our surplus abroad. It 
is the only way any country grows 
great and powerful in commerce. 
England has shown us’ the way, 
and we should learn. from her.” 
He whirled his chair around once 
more and put a question on his 
own account.

ner in which she shouldered the

rope? It is simply because for gen- 
erations, for centuries even. she 
has invested her surplus abroad. 
Two hundred years ago it was In* 
dia and other countries of the 
Orient. A hundred years ago it was 
this country, and later still the Ar- 
—* and other countries of 
outh America. England poured 
her wealth into the United States 
when we, like most of the coun- 
tries of Europe today, had no gold 
to speak about. Most of our early 
raikeoade were financed by En- 
glish capital, and the same thing 
is true of many other of our big 
industrial enterprses. English gold 
kas found its way into half the 
countries of the world and cre- 
ated anchors for the home coun- 
try which held her safe through 
the most tremendous storm of her 
history. 

“We have got to do the same 
thing. Perhaps we. cannot do it in 
quite the same way, but in some 
way it must be done, and now, if 
ever, is the time to begin.”

COLORED DRAWINGS 
BY LOREN BARTON 


Versatility is not in itself a chal- 
lenge to our admiration. Indeed, 
iit may be, and often is, a sign of 
weakness, since it suggests and de- 
livers things aalf done, or at least 
}not done as well as they might be. 

But when, in an artist, we come 
upon versatility joined to perform- 
ance. when we discover that it 
means a thoroughly awakened in- 
‘telligence, a healthy curiosity, we 
‘bail it with acclaim, for we know 


that this artist is going to pique, 
intrigue and interest us in every- 
thing he does, and that not seldom 
we shall find something delightful- 

and superlatively good—of tne 


class in every way. ’ 


Loren Barton is such an artist. 
She paints and etches, and she draw 
in charcoal and crayons. She es 

| says portraits and figures, and now 
tand again she ventures in.o 
open, producing landscapes of a 
gray and melancholy charm. For 
a painter of I'vely and sanguine 
temperament, as she appears to be 
in propria gersona, she can _ revel 
more gloomily in doleful dumps 
than any one I know of when she 
approaches the hills or the sea. 
Which, of course, is but another 
side of her vereatility. 

Till very recently we had not 
seen Misa Barton at play. We knew 
her only as the producer of very 
serious portraits and figures, and 
very serious—though never heavy 
—etchings from New Orleans, San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, anywhere 
that offered the picturesque. Her 
etchings, indeed, have brought her 
considerable reputation, and it is 
these that come to mind when her 
name is mentioned, 

But no artist lives by hard work 
alone. He plays a good bit with 
his materials, and, while at play he 
may reveal himself more complete- 
ly than in the finished product. His 
half-thoughts are often more illum- 
inating than those which he deliv- 
ers in carefully rounded periods. 
They connote many delightful 
things that the artist himself never 
dreamt of. By looking at his draw- 
ings, his brief and happy notes on 
this thing and that, we read be- 
yond the shorthand and discover 
a genuine portrait—the portrait of 
the , the very soul of him. 

So it transpires that Loren Bar- 
ton’s exhibition of twenty-seven 
colored drawings and fpur smal! 
water colors in the priftroom of 
the Los Angeles Museum are of un- 
usual interest and value 
| And the pleasure they give us is 
great. They show how .completely 
an artist Miss Barton is, how she 
almost literally thinks in terms 
that may be expressed in some 
form of the graphic arts,. and in 
no other way whatsoever. She 
must paint or etch or draw what 
comes to mind. I can scarcely im- 
agine her writing it. And she has 
never painted a “literary” picture.

of the pianists during the 
past several seasons will, no 
doubt, convince the concert-goer 
that the present is an era 
of strong-marked specialization. 
All the foremost musicians of the 
modern type, like Percy Grainger 
and Arthur Rubinstein, say, pre- 
sent programs that are dis- 
tinguished by their unique char- 
acter. Neither song nor violin play- 
ing nor any other form of artistic 
endeavor, offers*such striking evi- 
dences, perhaps, of this tendency. 

The repertoire of the plano 
grows more rapidly than that of 
any other instrument; with the 
exception of the human voice, if 
that is to be considered in thé clas- 
sification of instruments. The 
pianist is faced. too, with a more 
dificult task than any of the oth- 
ers in keeping away from the ba- 
nal and commonplace, because the 
instrument that he plays is part of 
nearly every household, 

It is almost impossible under 
the new condition in the concert 
world for any pianist to be an all- 
around virtuoso—to unite the in- 
terpretation of the classics and 
the moderns, except in well-relat- 
the very early 
composers up to Bach, and the 
moderns like Debussy and Ravel, 
with possibyy, Brahms, included 
for a more solid background. This 
means generally the elimination 
of such composers whose mood is 
in a degree satisfactorily contrast- 
ed like Beethoven, and Chopin. 

Personlly, while I believe that 
this specialization is an excellent 
thing, I féel that what the modern 
planist needs is more imagination, 
You sense sometimes that in hav- 
ing a definite aim, he has restrict- 
ed his own flight esthetically.

FLOOD CONTROL 


Considerable Damage Done 
‘by Careless Smokers 


Would Give Wardens New 
Police Authority 


Appoint Committe to Draft 
Legislative Measures’ 


Twenty delegates, representing 
the realty boards, woman's clubs, 
chambers of commerce and vari- 
ous civic societies, met at the cen- 


Association at 6553 Hollywood 


Boulevard, Friday, the 16th Iinst., 
at 1 p.m., and devoted the after- 
noon to a discussion of the best 
means of flood control and fire pre- 
vention. The interest in the sub- 
ject was evidenced by the fact that 
commendatory letters referring to 
the objects of the meeting were 
jeent to the chairman, Will E. 
Chapin, from realty boards and 
chambers of commerce from every 
part of the State, while numerous 
inquiries have since been received 
concerning the action of the con- 
ference. 

There were several 
discussions during the afternoon 
concerning fire prevention and 
control, Mr. Marshall Hartranft of 
‘Tujunga explained the work ac- 
complished for flood control by 
the late T. P. Lukens, and the 
value of the Lukens pines to the 
Pasadena watershed. One interest- 
ing fact that he related was that 
the cones of these pines will hang 
upon the trees indefinitely, until 
subjected to intense artificial heat 
from below, then they § fall and 
scatter their seed later in the 
ashes of burned areas, and thus 
automatically reforest them. 

The importance of education in 
the public schools concerning the 
prevention of fire was «emphasized 
by several speakers. Mr. Ealey, 
fire warden of Inceville, declared 
that careless cigarette smokers in 
automobiles are responsible for 
many serious conflagrations in the 
hills. Means of checking up on 
careless persons were discussed, 
and prevention was decided to be 
better than any known means of 
control of fires.

SCENIC BRIDGES ARE DESIGNED 


Bel-Air to be 


Scene of Beautification | 


For Nimes Thoroughfare 


Bel-Air, in the hills between 
Los Angeles and the sea, 
have been augmented during the 
|Past week by the conception of 
scenic bridges to render the pic- 
turesque ravines and paths readily 
traversible, it is stated by the 
Frank Meline Company. | 
Carlton M. Winslow, architect, 
has been studying the property for 
several months for the purpose of 
applying architectural artistry to 
the smaller details of the great es- 
tate improvising the natural 
grandeur and woodland beauty. 
A type of scenic bridge serving 
pedestrians in some instances, mo- 


_|tor cars and general traffic in oth- 


ers, and agajn supplying accessi- 
ble links in the chain of bridle 
paths that itnterlace the property 
has been evolved. 

These bridges, according to Mr. 
Winslow, will primerily be 
simple conception and will be con- 
structed of reinforced concrete and 
stone. One is now under way at 
the junction of Nimes and Saint 
Cloud Roads. An adaptation of 
the Romanesque influence is being 
employed. No balustrades, col- 
umnar or wrought effects will be 
utilized but by their very simplic- 
ity they are calculated to achieve 
the desired effect of serving as the 
emphasis to the superb handi- 
work of nature. 

Further contemplated features 
of beautification which have been 
the result of recent research will 
be the introduction of running 
brooks and streams throughout 
the property utilizing the many 
natural canyons for this purpose. 

An important link of the 
Angeles reservoir system is located 
in the hills to the rear of Bel-Air, 
which will be tapped as a source 
of supply. The use of force 
pumps to return the water to the 
heights is now contemflated, which 
will make possible a larger vol- 
ume of water for this purpose and 
less wastace. 

Scenic ponds, with the attendant 
pond lilies will be incorporated in 
the scheme of development with 
cascades and falls here and there 
to lend ¢nchantment to the gen- 
eral ensemble. 

The engineers of Bel-Air, under 
the direction of Wilkie Woodward, 
are now experimenting with a 
preparation to bé utifized on the

Los Angeles Lumber Products 
Company Opens Fight on Rail- — 
roads Betore Commission

_ In connection with the petition now pending before the 
California State Railroad Commission for an adjustment of 
lumber rates throughout Southern California, filed by the Los 
Angeles Lumber Products Company, the following article has 
been prepared by the legal staff of the corporation, in order to 
explain. the importance to Los Angeles Harbor of securing a 
proper and equitable basis for computing rates for inland ship- 
ments. Although‘the Los Angeles Lumber Products Company 
is leading the fight for rates comparable with those in effect to) 
northern points, the effect of favorable action by the State 


commission, it is declared, will be felt in all commodity lines 


throughout the Southland. 


The article, prepared especially 
for The Times, follows: 

Although during the past ten 
years Los Angeles Harbor hag be- 


come one of the largest lumber- 
receiving ports in the world, prior 
to the establishment of the new 
plant of the Los Angeles Lumber 
Products Company, there was lit- 
tle or no manufacturing of lumber 
carried on locally. 

Several years ago Los Angeles 
capitalists, among whom were Fred 
L. Baker and Earle M. Leaf, ob- 
serving the fact that there had 
been little or no industrial devel- 
opment in Los Angeles with re- 
spect to the manufacture of lum- 
ber, acquired extensive holdings of 
hemlock afd spruce timber in the 
Queen Charlotte Islands, British 
Columbia, and built a large lum- 
ber manufacturing plant at San 
Pedro, having acquired a part of 
the property of the Los Angeles 
Shipbuilding Corporation for that 
purpose, 

The men behind this new indus- 
try have for years been instru- 
mental in building up Los Angeles 
as an industrial center. They be- 
lieve that the full development of 
this very important undertaking 
will not only bring a profitable 
business to Southern California 
that has never before existed here, 
but will be the means of reducing 
the ultimate cost of lumber tothe 
consumer, as large stocks of stand- 
ard grades and dimensions can at 
all times be kept on hand, and spe- 
cial grades and _ sizes promptly 
manufactured and delivered to the 
consumer within a few days, there- 
by eliminating the troublesome and 
sometimes costly delays experi- 
enced in the past through being 
required to obtain such material 
from the far distant mills in the 
north, 

WHOLESALE YARD 


Heretofore the greater part of 


geles Harbor was dressed and fin- 
ished at the northern mills, and 
transported by vessel ready for use 
in construction work. This method 
of handling in reality made Los 
Angeles Harbor a wholesale lum- 
ber yard, which contributed very 
little to the permanent industrial 
development of the port, as all of 
the wage earners engaged in the 
conversion of the timber into use- 
ful lumber products were employed 
at far distant points, and the re- 
sulting profit of such conversion 
was retained by the manufacturers 
in the north. 

Under the plan of operation 
adopted by the Los Angeles Lum- 
ber Products Company, the old 
method of handling has been 
greatly changed, and now the logs 
are rough sawn at a mill near 
the forest into large squares. The 
squares are then transported by 
water on stee] vessels operated by 
the company, to the plant at Los 
Angeles, where all of the work re- 
quired to convert the rough timbers 
into lumber products is performed. 

Through this means Los Angeles 
Harbor has now become a lumber 
manufacturing- center, and the 
work is carried on just as though 
the forest weré located there. This 
new industry will be of tremen- 
dous importance in the develop- 
ment and upbuilding of Southern 
California and the great interior, 
as it will not only give employ- 
ment to a lagge number of work-

the freight charges by rail from 
far-distant mills, the most impor- 
tant of which are more than 1000 
miles from Los Angeles. 

As a regnuit of the long estab- 
lished practice of basing delivered 
prices on freight rate factors, the 
local rates from the port to points 
in the interior have been main- 
tained on a very high basis. As 
an example the rate from Los 
Angeles to Colton, a distance of 
ninety miles, is 20 cents per 100 
pounds. In Northern California, 
the rates are very much less for 
similar hauls, even in the moun- 
tain districts, and indeed the rate 
from Westwood and Weed, Cali- 
fornia to Sacramento, is only 14 
cents, for a distance of 323 
and 260 miles, respectively. 
This abnormal freight rate 
adjustment extends to all 
points in Southern California. At 
El Centro -the. rate from 
Angeles Harbor is 36% cents per 
100 pounds, although the distance 
is only 242 miles.

feet, and as a comparison, the 


freight on this quantity of lumber 
from Weed to Sacramento would 
be $3.92, while from Los Ange- 
les Harbor to El Centro, a lesser 
distance, it is $10.22 for the same 
quantity. 

Recognizing that the freight rate 
adjustment maintained by the rail- 
roads from Los Angeles Harbor to 
the interior of the State was un- 
reasonable and prejudicial, an ap- 
Plication was filed with the rail- 
roads by the Los Angeles Lumber 
Products Company, for a readjust- 
ment of all the rates on lumber to 
a reasonable basis, from Los An- 
geles Harbor to all points in Cali- 
fornia. The establishment of such 
reasonable rates would permit the 
new company to serve not only the 
territory immediately adjacent to 
Los Angeles, but other consumers 
within the State, many of whom 
are under the same disability that 
has obtained at Southern Cali- 
fornia points, in that they are re- 
quired to pay a price based on 
movement from far-distant mills, 
from which high rates apply.

OTTAWA, Nov. 24,—The pbe- 
momenal expansion which has re- 
cently been taking place in Canada 
in the production of wheat is par- 
alleled by the equally striking de- 
velopment of flour milling. Despite 
tariff obstacles and well-organized 
the Canadian miller 
is showing an inclination to dis- 
place older-established competi- 
ters in the world markets. | 

The progress made is illustrated 
by the following comparisons of 
Canadian and American average 
exports in barrels for three years 
prior to the war and during the 
past three years: ..

Average Canadian shipments to 
the United Kingdom increased from 
2,300,000 barrels befere the war 
to 4,100,000 during the past three 
years, and at the same time those 
from the United States expanded 
only fractionally.

contract for the erection of this 
tructure., Another new building 
which be 40x40 feet in di- 
mensions,| is also being. construct- 
ed, this building to be known as the 
stockroom. Work on a new re- 
search laboratory which will pe 
30x30 feet will also be erected, 
this structufe to be just sotth of 
the main office. | 

The Maas Chemical Company, 
which has a plant in Los Angeles, 
is also erecting a new plant in this 
district.

American Aid for Argentine Would 
Stimulate Purchases From 


Our Own 


Factories

Los Angeles is keen for foreign trade. That is, we want 


to seli either agricultural products or manufactured goods to 
foreign countries. But few realize, however, that if we sell our 
goods to foreign countries we must buy something from them 
of equal value, or the exchange situation makes further trade 


very difficult. — 


For many generations Great 
Britain has been selling goods to

© same policy will have to be 
Pureved by the United States if we 
aré to continue to sel] goods to 
for countries from which we 
buy little in return. A conspicu- 
ous illustration of this situation 
is the Argentine Republié The 
principal exports of that country 
are cattle, sheep and grein, but 
our tariff makes it practically im- 
possible for these products to be 
sold in the United States. On the 
other hand. Argentina is buying 
great quantities of automobiles and 
all kinda of machinery from this 


country, with the result that eve 
doliar’s. worth of goods in the! 


United States bought by an Argen- 
_ tine citizen costs him about $1.40. 

This does not mean that the money 

in Argentina is not as good as our 
own, for their circulation is pro- 
tected by an 80 per cent gold re- 
serve, there ig no inflation, and 
the intrinsic value of the Argen- 
tine dollar is as good as the Ameri- 


can. 

The only reason that the Amer- 
fcan dollar costs the citizen in 
Argentina such a high premium 
is because the balance of trade is 
@Bainst the South American re- 
public. In other words, we are 


|to sell their goods in that country, 


but they will pay the investor 
large returns on his investment. 

Une security whicn deser,es spe- 
cial mention is that which corre- 
sponds to our Federal) Land Bank 
bonds. In Argentina these bonds 
are called Cedulas. They are a di- 
rect obligation of the Argentine 
Republic, but there is a department 
of the government charged with 
the duty of loaning money on land, 
under provisions very similar to 
those existing in the United States, 
and of issuing and selling bonds 
to secure the money. 

This department attends to all 
of the details of collection of prin- 
cipal and interest on the mort- 
sages, and of paying the bonds 
and the interest on same. Tnése 
securities stand the high»-st of any- 
thing sold in the Argentine Repub- 
lion. They are 6 per cent bonds at 
the present time, are listed on the 
stock exchange in Buenos Alres, 
are actively traded in every day, 


| and sell at the present time at 


approximately 96. On account of 
ihe premium on the American dol- 


lar these bonds would coct the 


American investor about 70, and 
an investor buying these bonds at 
this time and holding them until 
exchange returns to par, would 
have a most desirable long-term 
investment yielding about 8% per 
cent. 

The Argentine government bonds 
which are payable in the United 
States are regarded highly, and 
are now selling in New York at 
a price to net a trifie over 6 per 


cent, with no opportunity for profit

It is so important, in fact, 
that it deserves the attention of 
the legisiative and executive 
branches of our government.

Central Mexico probably will 
continue to be the manufacturing 
district. But along the West Coast 
there are sugar, rice and flour, and 
some cotton mills wherever there 
is a suflicient demand, and the 
manufacturing of food products 
and by-products will grow.

“BELOW NORMAL 


ST. LOUIS a) Nov, 24+—In 
its weekly review of the lumber 
market, Lumber, recognized mar-~- 
ket authority iu the industry, 
slatos: 

Quiet in the softwood divisiens 
ef the lumber market, excegt as 
to exports of Douglas fir, and 4 
modified activity in hardwoods that 
is well below normal for the sea- 
son, sum the situation for the 
week. Placing of the recently sub- 
mitted Japanese schedule with a 
large exporting corporation is the 
outstanding occurrence of the 
week. Prices of squares, which con- 
stituted the bulk of the schedule, 
are reported as in line with open 


market quotations. Meanwhile, the 


domestic demand for Douglas fr 
and other sorthwestern woods is 
lagging, both as to rail and cargo 
business, Yellow pine bookings for 
the week, as shown by the barem- 
eter of the Southern Fine Asso- 
ciation, were the lightest reported 
since midsummer. Generally, both 
yards and industrial consumers are 
reducing their stocks to as low 
levels as they feasibly can, in prep- 
aration for inventory. 

That building demands are well 


maintained is indicated by the sub- | 
stantial increase in construction | 


permitted during October, as well 
as by reports from the various cen- 
ters of suswtuined volume in re- 


tall deliveries. Many trade observ- | 
ers are expecting a revival in buy- 


ing during December to replenish 
stocks in preparation for late win- 
ter and spring business.

DISTANCE NO BARRIER 

OTTAWA—The progress of the 
cities uf Western Canada may, in 
large part, be traceable to the fact 
that they are not afraid of under- 
taking a big problem and reaching 
a conclusion. This is especially 
emphasized in the city of Winni- 
peg. This city required a water 
supply, and went to Shoal Lake. 
96.5 miles away, bringing .the water 
through a concrete aqueduct and 
providing a'supply sufficient for a 
population ef 700,000, and with 
available supply in sight for a 
much larger population. The city’s 
municipal power plant is located 
seventy-seven. miles distant at 
Point Du Bois, where 70,000 horse- 
power is «already being Produced. 

The city of Calgary brings its 
supply of natural gas through a 
Sixteen-inch pipe 180 miles in 
length irom the Bow Island field. 
while Edmonton is at present lay- 
ing a pipe line from the Viking 
national gas field, 100 miles dis- 
tant, to bring in the gas for do- 
mestic and industrial uses.

Seventh—Many 
that a committee of capable law- 
yers, engineers and business men 
could find some way of simply 
stopping the public utility compa- 
nies from tearing up our Dusy 
streets In the flagrant manner now 
ng employed. There are doubt- 
less difficulties In the way, but 
where the need of keeping our 
streets open is so great, some way 
} can be feund if the right type of 
men are put on the job. 
Eighth—Ordinances which can- 
| not be consistently enforced 
j should be amended or abolished 
; entirely. For example, if a driver 
of a-car is fined for going faster 
| than fifteen miles on Bast Fighth 
street, when he knows positively 
that perhaps five thousand other 
cars did the same thing on the 
same day and that it is the cus- 
tom for everybody to 
so drive af more than twenty miles 
per hour-on that street, the one 
who was fined certainly does not 
learn to like the law any better— 
fin fact, he learns to hate it and 
those who spasmodically enforce 
it. This makes bad _ citizenship 
which all of us must pay for 
eventually in one way or another. 
NEED BIG MEN | 
Finally, the city should secure 
the services of capable men _ to 
make a thorough study of this 
matter of traffic regulation. Even 
at the present time, the Los 
Angeles Traffic Commission has a 
great deal of valuable information 
on many subjects which have been 
gone into thoroughly but which 
are merely briefly mentioned in 
this talk. The subject is too im- 
ortant for the City of Los Ange- 
es to continue in its present de-

Protect from Frost 

No one may know when sharp frosts are 
coming so it is well to prepare for protec- 
tion of all tender plants, young avocado 
trees, etc. Do not make the mistake = of 
merely providing a roof, in the belief that 
frosts “come down.” They do, but in tem 
perature only. The coldest air ix at the 
soil surface; see that young and tender 
trunks are well protected near the ground 
by wrapping not tightly, but sufficiently. 


Plant Freaks 

In the September number of the Journal! 
of Heredity there is an article by J. H. 
Kempton, on branched ears of corn. It does 
not deal with the occasional branched ear, 
as found in the normal corn crop, but with 
corn naturally freaky. Several full-page 
illustrations are shown of branched ears: 
the frontispiece being of one having eleven 
branches. This type, originally obtained 
from the Pawnee Indians, was always 
“freaky,” as are nearly all wild types of 
maize. In - breeding, selection of seed, ete..

Garden Slugs 

Various methods have been! advised from 
time to time for killing slugs. It cannot be 

ia that any one practice will always be 
effective, but the following methods have 
given the best results, according to most 
autborities. The use of poison bait, as ad. 
vie J for cut worms and army worms, 1s 


hi .hly recommended. This is made by mix. 
ig dry twenty pounds of bran and one 
pound of Paris green Then squeeze the 


juice of three oranges or lemons in abouts 


three and one-half gallons of water; chop 
the skins and pulp up fine (an ordinary 


kitchen food chopper is admirable for this 
purpose) and add to the liquid, together 
with two quarts of cheap molasses. Wet 
the bran and Paris green with the liquid 
thus prepared, using just enough to thor. 


oughly moisten the bran without making it - 


»py. The bait should be scattered broad- 
+. over the ground at nightfall. Another 
method is to place a small quantity of the 
bait near each plant In the garden. 

Seattering slices of potato, poisoned with 
Paris green or arsenate of lead, around the 
infested area is another method said to be 
effective. Dusting the plants and sur 
rounding around with air-slaked lime 
land plaster will have a tendency to keep 
the slugs away. The body of a slug is cov 
ered with a slimy mucus and when.the 
slug touches the lfme or plaster it will 
wriggle into it, becoming covered with the 
powder. This causes an excess of exuda- 
tion of the mucus and the creature soon 
-exhausts itself and dies. Spraying the 
plants with arsenate of lead alone or tn 


combination with Bordzaux mirture may 
be beneficial. Dusting the = slugs with 
fresh slaked lime is advised and it is sue- 


gested that the infested plants be dusted 
early in the morning or tn the eventing a 
little after dusk. Tt is also advised to use 
a cord or tape, one and one-half inches 
wide, steeped for twenty-four hours in a 
10 per cent solution of blue vitriol. This 
cord should be stretched on the ground 
around the plant or area to be protected, 
and it forms a barrier over which the slugs 
will not cross, so strong fs their dislike for 
this material.

| WHAT FROST IS, WHAT CAUSES IT 
AND HOW IT MAY BE PREDICTED 


BY M. J. HEPPNER, Division of Pomology, University of California 


ROST is one of the worst enemies of the ; 


citrus grower of Southern California. 
The progressive grower must always be 
on the lookout for it because he knows that 
no protection may mean no crop. Nature 
has been kind to Southern California by 
giving the section all the requisites for suc- 
cessful citrus production, but, on the other 
hand, has menaced it by repeated visita 
tions of destructive frosts and freezes. 
Since fhe citrus industry was in its in 
fancy in the South, growers as well as ex 
periment station men have recognized the 
importance of combating frosts. Time and 
again literature has appeared giving the 
latest methods of combating and controll-' 
ing frost but only infrequently does an ar- 
ticle appear telling just what frost is and 
what causes it. To be sure, the main thing 
is to prevent frost from doing damage 
to the trees, but this cannot be successfuily 
accomplished without some knowledge of 
how frost is formed, its prediction and its 
methods of injury. 3 
When the term frost is used, we generally 
mean that moisture of the air which has 
condensed on plants or other objects near 
the surface of the earth. It is obvious, 
therefore, that the temperature of the sur- 
face on which frost forms must be at or 
near the freezing point. Since ice forms at 
32 deg. F, and it is the formation of ice in 
the intercellular spaces of a plant that re- 
sults in injury, the temperature of the plant 
thus becomes the determining factor, ing 
not the appearance of any deposits of frost 


on its surface. Of course, if frost forms on 
the surface of the plant, it is good evidence 
that the exterior of the plant is at or below 
the freezing point of water, but if the tem- 
perature at which condensation of moisture 
takes place is below freezing, as is frequent- 
ly the case, ice may form in the intercellu- 
lar spaces of the plant and destroy it with- 
out any frost deposit appearing on the sgur- 


PLANT CONSTRUCTION 

Ali plants are made up of minute struc 
tures called cells. Whetlier any injury from: 
frost will occur in the plant depends upon 
the condition of the living matter within 
these cells. In cases where the temperature 
goes sufficiently low to cause a chemical 
disorganization of the living substance, the 
part of the plant thus affected generally 
dies. However, if ho disorganization occurs, 
there is a chance for the plant to recover. 
Under the influence of cold the water in the 
cells escapes, and may be frozen either in 
the spaces between the cells or on the sur- 
face of the leaves or stem. If the cells are 
able to regain this water, no injury results, 
but if this is impossible, injury or death 
may result. Whether the cells are able to 
regain the lost water depends upon the. 
rate of thawing. If the thawing is gradual | 
the water is supplied to the cells at a slow 
speed, so that they are able to take it up 


again. If the thaw is at a rapid rate, the 
cells are able to take up the water as 
fast as it is furnished, with the result that

FOR THE PALO VERDE VALLEY 


LYTHE.—A new irrigation district has 

just been organized in Palo Verde Val- 

ley under a special act, known as the 
“Palo Verde Irrigation District Act,” passed 
by the last session of the State Legislature. 
The act provides that the Palo Verde joint 
levee district, the Palo Verde drainage dis- 
trict and the Palo Verde Mutual Water 
Company are to be consolidated into the 
one Palo Verde irrigation district. Bonds 
will be issued to take over these districts, 
and to make further developments which 
were impossible under the old regime. The 
maturities of these bonds . will run from 
twenty-one to forty years from date of is- 
sue. This means that the cost of the de- 
velopment of the district will not all be- 
come due vntil lands are largely developed 
and the entire valley in crop. In. other 
words, the burden will not fall to the pres- 
ent generation. Consequently, the taxes 
per acre will be gradually reduced. 

The levee district, just taken over by the 
new district, has already expended approxt- 
mately $1,500,000 on the building of levees 
and the straightening of the river channel. 
Palo Verde Valley is now protected against 
danger of inundation by levees constructed 
along its entire length. 

The Palo Verde Mutual Water Company, 
to be taken over, includes 225 miles of main 
and jateral distributing canals, with a ca- 
pacity for irrigating 60,000 acres, also a 
large settling basin. The water is taken 
ovt of the Colorado River at the head of 


the valley through a concrete intake built; 


into a natural granite wall. This system 
be be enlarged to irrigate the entire 
valley. 

The drainage district to be taken over 
has already constructed a drain, the full 
length of the east side of the valley, about 
ten feet deep, and about twenty feet wide. 
Bids are now being asked for a similar 
drain to be constructed? along the west side. 
There are also other drains proposed fcr 
other parts of the valley. 

A very important feature of the consoli- 
dation is the administration will all be 
under one head, thus eliminating . conflicts 
in carrying out plans of different develop- 
ments, a conditicn which occasionally arose 
under the old regime... Under the consoli- 
dation, the entire valley will establish 
greater credit with banks and loan institc- 
tions and will therefore offer greater induce- 
ments to prospective settlers to establish 
themselves than has existed heretofore. 

The principal direct and early benefit that 
the Palo Verde Valley will derive from the 
consolidaticn, will be the bringing under 
cultivation of approximately 40,000 addition- 
al acres, which is now unimproved.

chemical decomposition takes place and in- 
jury follows. 

The loss of heat that brings the tempera- 
ture of a plant to the freezing-point occurs 
in two ways: (1) loss by conduction, and 
(2) loss by radiation. Loss of heat by con- 
duction occurs when the air in contact with 
the plant is colder than the plant itself. 
This allows the heat to flow directly from 
the plant into fle colder air surrounding it. 
This is what generally happens when mass- 
es of cola air are brought down from high 
altitudes. Plants radiate heat. almost con- 
tinually. During the day more heat-is re 
ceived by them from the sun than they give 
off, and the--plant»becomes warmer. At 
night plants pour more heat into the sur 
rounding atmosphere than they received 
during the day and hence become colder. 
It is only in rare cases that frost recults 
from either conduction or radiation alone. 
Both are usually active together. 


FROST PREDICTION 


By making observations of the local con- 
ditions during the lat! afternoon it is éften 
possible to determine whethér a frost will 
occur before morning. Assuming that it is 
the frost season, some of the conditions to 
be considered are: 

(A) Atmospheric pressure—The rate of 
change in the pressure of the atmosphere as 
indicated by a rapid rise in the barometer _ 
Of some assistance in forecasting fros 
the important factor being the rate 
change. If the pressure is increasing rap- 
idly, as is indicated by a rising barometer, 
it is a good indication that the cold period 
ve is approaching rapidly. 
(B) Trend of Temperature—The_ rate of 
fall in temperature during the late after- 
noon or early evening is a g indication 
of the lowest temperature that will be 
reached during the night. A temperature 
of about 40 deg. F. during the afternoon, 
with the thermometer dropping about one 
‘degree per hour, is generally considered 
critical. During the frosty season the grow- 
er should take precautions to watch his - 
thermometers during the entire afternoon. 

(C) Preceding weather—The character 
of the preceding weather is important be 
cause damaging frosts often follow an ab- 
normally warm period. While an unusually 
warm period does not always mean that 
frost will follow, yet the fact that most 
frosts do follow such periods should be re- 
garded as sufficient warning that frost is 
likely to occur.. 

(D) State of sky—Frost is not likety to 
occur when the sky is overcast, because the 
heat given off by the earth at night does 
not penetrate the clouds easily and is prac- 
} tically all retained in the air below them, 
which therefore remains at a comparatively 
high temperature. Even a hazy condition 
of the sky has an appreciable effect in re- 
tarding the fall of temperature at the sur- 
face. But on clear nights the heat escap 
ing from the-earth passes away quickly far- 
beyond the limits of the atmosphere. Hence 
the fall of the temperature at the surface 
is rapid and unless the earth has a vast 
store of heat, frost is likely to occur. 

(E) Direction ana force of wind—The 
direction of the wind is a reliable indica- 
tion of tue approach. of cold weather. If, 

after a day or two of warm southerly winds 
and possibly rain, the wind changes to the 
southwest or west, it is an almost unfailing 
indication that the warm spell is over, and 
it is well to watch closely the conditions 
that follow, particularity if there are signs 
of clearing weather. The conditions to be 
looked for as soon as the wind changes are, 
falling temperature, decreaging wind and 
a clear sky. Frost is not likely to occur un- 
less the air becomes quiet and the sky clear, 
for wind prevents the accumulation of 
colder air at the surface. 


NEW RATES CONFIRMED | 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
recently confirmed the rate reduction on 
oranges agreed upon by shippers and rail- 
roads and has also consented to advance 
the date on which these rates will go into 
effect, according to C. O. Thornwall, traffic 
manager of the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange and chairman of the traffic com- 
mittee of the California Citrus League, 
Mr. Thornwall says that the new rate will 
become effective December 3, allowing a 
large portion of the early Southern Calli- 
fornia navel crop to be shipped under re- 
duced tariff. The new rate will mean a 
saving of $3,000,000 to citrus growers of 
California, Mr. Cornwall declares.

spateblished. Phe popular sorts for planting 
-\i-ge are the artichoke, asparagus and rhu- 


These vegetables should be planted in a 
part of the garden which can best be spared 
for several years. A bed of asparagus 12 
by 15 feefin size will, when of mature age, 
furnish the average family with a mess of 
tips at least once a week during its cutting 
season in the spring and early summer. A 
dozen or so artichoke plants will produce 
enough ‘chokes for salads.and boiling and 
a row of rhubarb along the fence, consist- 
jong of about ten to fifteen roots will assure 

an ample supply of succulent stems nearly 
every month of the year. 

In preparing the soil for these perennial 
delicacies, flooding will be necessary this 
year, at least if there is no heavy rainfall

between the time of this writing and its 
publication. It seems as if home gardeners 
of Southern California are to face a dry 
winter and they should not forget to irri- 
gate when this is needed. In soaking up 
the soil for permanent plantingg, the water 
should be allowed to penetrate deeply. The 
spading should also be thorough so that 
heavy rooting may be encouraged. Well 
rotted manure, if available, can be incor 
porated in plots set aside for any of these 
perennials, as all of them require rich soil 
for heavy production. 


In planting the asparagus plot, the soil. 
after being turned over, should be raked, 
level, fined, all clods and refuse being re- 
moved. Furrows about ten inches deep 
should then be drawn six feet apart, making 
three rows in the plot, each fiftecn feet 
long. In these furrows, and spaced three 
feet apart, one-year-old asparagus roots 
should be set and covered with about six 
inches of soil. Then, as they grow in size, 
more soil*can be covered in around them. 


Artichoke plants are taken as suckers 
from parent plants, that is those which are 
most desirable are secured in this manner. 
They will not always come true to seed, 
and it is best to obtain plants from good 
producers. The suckers should be trimmed 

up well before they are set out, the leaves 
cut back and the roots .shortened by half. 

Four or five feet apart in rows six feet 
apart is the proper spacing for these plants, 
but it is recommended that they be utilized 

for a border around the garden or along the 

fence. They require but little attention, 

except when the aphis attack them, and in 
that case, a strong spray of nicotine sul- 
phate will bring them through, if applied 

ia time. 

Rhubarb is grown in many home and sub- 
urban gardens and is found to be adapted 
to many locations. Perhaps the best place 
in the garden for it is where the plants will 

receive partial shade. The stems are al- 
Ways available for pies and sauces during 
the winter months when fresh fruits are 
scarce, and for this reason, rhubarb has be- 
come a favorite with home gardeners. Soil ! 
for this vegetable must-be fairly rich and 

any local soil, if deficient in plant foods, 
can be built up so that it can be planted to 
rhubarb with good results. This should be 
done as Was suggested in the case of as- 
paragus, by incorporating a liberal supply | 
of stable manure. The best plants are 
those grown from medium-sized roots, 

for old crowns are almost worthless and 
when grown from seed, plants are not al- 
ways reliable producers. The roots can be 
planted two feet apart in rows about five 
feet across, if more than one row is to be 
planted. In setting the roots, the crown 
should be placed on a level with the surface 
of the ground, with a depression left all 
around it for water, and later mulching with 
straw. 

As for varieties, the Washington strains 
of asparagus are best if they can be se- 
cured. If not, Argentuil or Colossal will 
serve the purpose. The Green Globe arti- 
choke is planted most extensively and 
seems to be a favorite for the home table. 
There are many sorts of rhubarb to choose 
from, and nearly all of them are well suited 
to home garden planting. Some of the best

CALEB.—To the east of Mecca tm the 
extreme southern end of Coachella Valles, 
lies this new district known as Caleb. A 


few years ago there were many who said 
nothing would grow here. A small handful 
of persevering ranchers, however, have 
proved that to be a mistaken idea, 

One of the olaest ranches here ig that of 
Ames & Ames, who have forty acres under 
intensive cultivation, twenty of which are 
planted to Malaga and Thompson Seediess 
grapes. These grapes are early and heavy 
producers and bring top prices wherever they 
are put on the market, as do also grapes 
grown on other ranches in the neighbor- 
hood. The remaining twepty acres of: the 


Black Monukka Grapes. 


They are from a two-year-old vine at Caleb 
in Coachella Valley. 


Ames & Ames ranch is planted to grape 
fruit, dates and alfalfa. The grapefruit trees 
are in full bearing. The ranchers of the 
district specialize on clean alfalfa seed, 
grown by the row method. 

Across the railroad track frum the Ames 
& Ames ranch is another promising place, 
which is being farmed by A. S. Hammond. 
He has sixty acres of Malaga grapes, which 
came into bearing this season, and a small. 
acreage of alfaifa. Alfalfa is not grown 
commercially here because other crops re- 
quiring less water bring in greater profits. 
Adjoining the Hammond ranch on the west 
is that of R. W. Elliott, who set out about 
fifteen acres of Malagas last winter. South 
of Mr. Elliott's place ig the ranch of M. R. 
Sheets, who has Malagas, grapefruit and 
Degiet Noor date trees, all bearing fruit. 
a Deglet Noors are the oldest in this sec- 


It is hard to believe that two years ago 
barren desert existed where the ranches of 


ing. Each of these places bas about ten 
acres of one and a haif year old Malaga 
vines, and each shipped fruit this season. 
The vines have made a remarkable growth. 
Mr. Hart has about six acres to grapefruit 
trees, which will be in bearing in two years. 

The ranch of J. W. Smith has a small 
acreage to Black Monukka grapes, a new 
seediess variety which is rising into compe 
tition with the Thompson Seedless. The 
Black Monukka is ready for market about 
the middie of June. Mr. Smith has several 
acres each in grapefruit and Deglet Noor 
dates. He also grows two or three acres of 
tomatoes each year for early market, as do 
a number of the ranchers of the commun- 
ity. These are set out in the open field in 
November and December, and in January 
are covered with wax paper tents, which 
are taken off about six weeks later. The 
yr ap season begins about the middle of 


About the fourth or fifth day of June each 
year some of the earliest grapes in the Unit- 
ed States are shipped from the Dunn ranch, 
which is being farmed by Jay Gray. These 
are Thompsons and frequently bring as 


much as $5 wholesale for a _ twen- 
ty-ffour pound crate. Early figs are also 
shipped from this ranch. 


The water in the Caleb district is ob- 
tained from artesian wells, which are drilled 
to the depth of five or six hundred feet. It

If the fuel is turned off by 
the cock nearest the fuel tank and the en- 
gine: “starved,” and not “killed” by short- 
ing the magneto, the oil will remain in good 
shape in the cylinder.

the oil shoulll be drained a day or two be- 
fore the epd of the work, then the oil 
screen should be cleaned and a fresh sup 
ply added. Kerosene should never be used 
as flushing fluid, but it is advisable to run 
a quart or so of fresh cylinder oil through 
the lubricating system, which jis then 
drained off, the crank case being refilled 
with new ofl. Such repairs as valve grind- 
ing, carbon removing and bearing adjust- 
ment depend upon the condition of the en- 
gine, but it is much better to do them at 
the close of the season than at the open- 
ing of the busy season. — 

The magneto is generally equipped with 
very fine ball bearings and for this reason 
nothing but magneto oil or a good grade of 
electric motor oil should be used. Two or 
three drops at each oil hole will keep them 
in good shape: then the magneto should be 
covered to keep off the dust and protect it 
against moisture. In the event that there 
is no good covering for the tractor and if 
there is any chance at all of the instru- 
ment being damaged by the weather, it 
should be removed and put in a safe dry 
place. The fan belt should be slackened 
and, if made of leather, an application of 
neats-foot ofl will. preserve it. 

These precautions are not productive of 
the most satisfactory results unless there 
is a @ry, clean shelter and a dry, clean 
floor. It does not require an expensive 
building but any shelter that will keep off 
the dust chickens, will do the

DELANO.—Bakersfield merchants § are 
preparing to meet the increasingly heavy 
demand for fancy-packed boxes of dried 
fruit and nuts to be “sent back east” at 
Christmas time by stocking up heavily of 
the produce offered by Mrs. A. B. Cate of 
this city. In the past several years, Kern 
county has watched with interest while Mra. 
Cate has developed an industry from a small 
project carried on in her own kitchen, to 
a real, paying commercial proposition. So 
far as can be learned, she is the only packer 
of Kern county fruit confections for eastern 
consumption. 

This year Mrs. Cate Is preparing to carry 
on her business on a larger scale than ever.

AKERSFIELD.—When in the spring of 
1922, farming operations commenced on 
the new United States Department of 


Agriculture Experiment Station at Shafter in 
Kern county the lower San Joaquin Valley 
acquired a valuable asset in the working 
out of its agricultural destiny. H. A. Jas- 
tro, manager of the Kern County Land Com- 
pany, donated the forty acres of typical 
valley land used by the station and the De- 
partment of Agriculture, working from 
Washington, is providing the money for de- 
velopment and maintenance. Hence the ex- 
periment Station is in no way a direct ex- 
pense to the people of Kern or neighboring 
counties. 3 

W. B. Camp, agronomist in the Federal 
Department of Agriculture and for 
years in charge of special investigations in 
cotton culture in the San Joaquin Valley, 
was made manager of the Experiment Sta- 
tion. In fact, the Experiment Station was 
started largely because of the need which 
had been emphasized by Mr. Camp's work in 
cotton growing. His reports and records in- 
dicated that the San Joaquin Valley had 
many characteristics which needed special 
study for the vest growth of field creps. Cli- 
mate, soil condition and the extraordinary 
rate of growth were unique. Evidence indi- 
cated that here was a large body of very 
fertile land where the Federal Department 
of Agriculture could do a targe piece of 
work in aiding development. 

Right at the start of the plan wooden 
frame buildings were erected, a well was 
drilled, a powerful pump installed, a reser- 
voir built and farming operations started. 
The forty acres had previously been open 
prairie growing each year its crop of fox- 
tail and fillaria. It is of the Hanford sandy 
loam type of soil. 

The government decided to give the Ex- 
periment Station over to work with various 
tield crops. Mr. Camp laid the forty acres 
out in somewhat the form of a_ checker 
board. He divided it into four long strips 
running north and south, with a cement ir- 
rigation pipe at the east side of each. Then 
he cut these four strips into forty-foot bor- 
der checks running east and west. Each 
check represents almost exactly one-fourth 
acre of tilable land. Fach is leveled inde- 
pendently and has its own stand pipe in the 
cement line at its east side. 

it is the idea of the Federal Experiment 
Station always to duplicate its experiments. 
For example, Mr. Camp may have two varie- 
ties of alfalfa growing side by side on ad

joining checks. Then he will also have the 
two varieties growing side by side on two 
other adjoining checks in the same strips, 
but perhaps some distance away. With 
each check the same size, wkh the same 
water facilities and with careful observa- 
tion, it is possible to keep accurate tab of 
results. 

At the present time Mr. Camp is trying to 
determine the best variety of alfalfa for 
this section of the San Joaquin Valley. He 
has seven varieties under observation and 
being checked against common Chilean 
variety. The checks containing th a'falfa 
varieties are all treated jus! alike, the hay 
cut from each being carefully weighed over

has outlined a series of vineyard experi- 
ments particularly intended to develop 
Phyloxera—-resistant root stalks. Just now 
he has some twenty varieties of resistant 
rooted vines growing. 

Over twenty varieties of summer cover 
crops have been grown and plowed under. 
in one case as much as twenty-four tons of 
cowpea cover crop was grown per acre from 
peas planted on May 11 and plowed under 
August 15. Recently, Mr. Camp has been 
planting winter cover crops of mellilotas, 
burr, clover, vetch, fleld peas etc., to the 
extent of twenty-four varieties. The grow. 
ing of these cover crops will not only help 
the Experiment Station soil, but will indi- 
cate to San Joaquin Valley orchardists 
which varieties they should use, with the 
probable yield of each. 

And so the work goes on. There are now 
tests of twenty-nine varieties of alfalfa, one. 
fourth acre tests of varieties of milo, checks 
test of varieties of peanuts and sweet po- 
tatoes on the place. It is-one day's work 
simply to get a general understanding of 
the range and quantity of experiments be. 
ing carried on, and most of them seem very 
practical | 

Of a strictly scientific character is a set 
of tests carried on ipside a large, fully- 
screened, inclosed area about 50 by 50 feet 
in size. The sides and top are not only 
screened, but the sides are also covered 
with muslin Here J. W. Martin cares for 
a series of large garbage cans in which 
have been planted different crops such as 
cotton, alfalfa, and beans. In starting the 
test, each can is fitted with wet soil, and 
the seed is planted. The young plants 
crow up through holes in the covers and the 
air spaces are sealed with wax.

STORIES OF FUR AND FUR TRAPPING 


THE COLOR OF FURS 


“This otter,” said the clever fur 
merchant, imspecting a skin, “lived 
in a clear, cold lake.” The trap- 
per showed some surprise that the 
merchant should be such a shrewd 


guesser, for the animal's pelt had 
been hanging on h!: rack for two 
months. 

“Beaver, otter and “muskrat,” the 
buyer explained, “are dark or light 
according to the water they live 
in. Clear, cold lakes produce skins 
of a deep, glossy black, while mud- 
lakes produce light-colored 
ur.” 

Equally surprising facts concern- 
ing the coloring of other fur-ani- 
mals have been discovered, The 
climate and food have something 
to do with the color ang density 
of the beast’s coat, but not always. 
It stands to reason that where the 
weather is coldest, the fur should 
be heaviest, but cases are found 
where animals living in the central 
United States are more valuable 
than those caught in the North. 


CLIMATE AFFECTS COLOR 


That climate makes a difference 
in the color of some animals Is il- 
lustrated by the little weazel. An- 
imals caught south of the fortieth 
‘parallel, which is the one running 
through Philadelphia and west to 
make the line between Kansas and 
Nebraska, are usually brown the 


year round, but somewhat farther 
north, the coming of winter turns 
their fur pure whites It is then 
calleg ermine, the fur of royalty. 

The Western Coast range, ex- 
tending south and north from Cal- 
ifornia to Alaska, has a moist, 
warm climate. Skins caught in this 
section are not worth as much as 
those obtained east of the moun- 
tains where it oe and dry the 
greater part of the year. 


CURRENT CHANGES VALUE 


The largest, but poorest red fox 
in the world are captured on 
Kodiak Island, Alaska, and are not 
worth one half as much as the 
fine ones of the interidér. 

The Arctic fox, found in Green- 
land and the extreme northern 
parts of Alaska and Canada, is 
usually blue at birth, but turns 
snow white as cold Weather ap- 
proaches. In summer, when it is 
known as blue fox, it is in reality 
more of a gray color. The snow- 
shoe rabbit of the North turns 
from reddish brown to pure white. 
While oppossum are the only white 
fur-bearera in the Central and 
Southern United States, there is an 
oceasional white coon and white 
muskrat. Opessum seems to reach 
the two extremes in the south, for 
the darkest black ones are also 
found there.

Oxygen burns up these 
foreign aggregations and so helps to clear 
the body. We can see from this why the

“Many who have abandoned meat eat- 
ing declare that whole wheat is a panacea 
for all iis and that the more whole wheat 
or whole grain is eaten, the speedier the 
cure. Nothing is farther from the truth! 
Frequently these ‘food reformers’ are more 
obstinate in acknowledging the truth in the 
matter of food than those who have never 
known there was a proper way of eating!

They handed over the questions they had 
written—and made the task of fooling 
them just so much easier. 


As a matter of fact, this question an- 
swering business has been carried on suc: 
cessfully by the simple method of asking 
the spectators to leavc their questions, 
plainly written, atthe box office. This, 
however, is a little too raw for the aver- 
age miracle man of today. It may satisfy 
the public just as well, but it doesn’t give 
the miracle man much to brag about when

Every performcr has his own method or 
methods and zomc of them are worthy of 
admiration. One performer is said to use 
seven or eight different methods of “read- 
ing” and “getting” in the course of a per- 
formance lasting half an hour. 

Cards and envelopes are distributed to 


the spectators. Each spectator is asked to/. 


write a question on the card, sign his name 
or initial and seal it in the envelope. 
Ushers collect the envelopes and pour them 
into a box on the stage. To guard 
against trickery, the box stands on a frail 
stand and all of its sides are of glass. A 
glass fish bow! might be used. 
Later: in the performance an assistant 
selects envelépes from the glass box and 
the mind reader unerringly tells what is in 
each. Some of them do not even take the 
trouble to have the envelopes Opened to 
verify the reading. The fact that each 
reading is verified by the person who 
wrote on the card is often adequate.

Size of the Universe 

The diameter of the universe is the 
length of 10,000 milky ways. And this 
milky way yardstick is 30,000 times the dis- 
tance that light, traveling 186,000 miles per 
second, covers in one year. Light comes 
from the sun to the earth in about eight 
minutes, 

This is the conclusion of Prof. Archibald 
Henderson of the University of North Caro- 
lina, given in a communication in Science, 
the official organ of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science. He 
assumed that space and the universe ara 
constructed according to Einstein's gener. 
al relativity theory. 

“It would take a ray of light, traveling 


fat the rate of 186,000 miles per second, 


1000 million years to go around the unt- 
verse,” Prof. Henderson gays. “To go 
around the universe it would take the fast- 
est airplane 3 quadrillion years; the fast-— 
est automobile 544 quadrillion years, and 
an express train, traveling at the rate ot 
sixty miles an hour, eleven quadrillion 
years.”

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“KING LINCOLN” 


Te charge of despotism hurled at 
Lincoln continuously in the dark 
and doubtful days between Antietam 

and Gettysburg was based on three 
counts: The first, his action in regard. to 
slavery—it was arbitrary and unconstitu- 
tional. Lincoln’s reply to this charge was 
noted in our last chapter, where we also 
glanced at some of the fresh difficulties 
that the action brought him. 

The second count on which he was found 
guilty was what he characterized as _ his 
“arrests, banishments and assessments.” 
To understand his reasons for permitting 
these, the condition of things at the start 
of the Rebellion must be recalled. When 
one remembers that no one in the new ad- 
ministration had any adequate idea of the

there was a rapid organization of societies 
publicly or secretly in sympathy with the 
South; remember, too, the uncertainty as 
to how far the people of the Border States 
would support the Union and how far they 
were working to undermine it, he can more 
readily understand that an interior defen- 
sive system of some kind was essential. 


Suspicion and fear were active from the 
start in meeting treason. There was little 
inclination to wait for “evidence.” Every: 
thing and everybody that was not loudly 
loyal was in danger of attack. One of the 
first demands of those concerned with pub- 
lic safety was that the Maryland Legisla- 


ture should not be allowed to assemble, be-. 


cause it was feared that it would arm the 
people of the State against the. United 
States. 

Mr. Lincoln was quite sure that this 
would be a mistake. They had a legal 
right to assemble, he told Gen. Scott, who 
was for their suppression. Nobody could 
tell in advance that their action would not 
be lawful and peaceful. At all evénts, if 
they arrested them, they could not be. long 
held prisoaers, and when they were liber- 
ated they would immediately reassemble, 
and probably, because of their arrest, 
would be the more dangerous. This dis- 
posed of the case of the Maryland Legisla- 
ture; but it did not dispose of many per- 
sons believed to be hostile scattered 
through the State, so that twelve days after 
the firing on Sumter, the President sus- 
pended the writ of habeas corpus between 
Washington and Philadelphia. A little 
later this suspension was applied to 
Florida, and then extended as far as New 
York City; later still, to Bangor, Me. 

Of course there was a loud outcry 
against this use of power, Here was 
a President who had laid repeated em- 
phasis on the oath he had taken faithfully 
to execute the law, violating the law-—so 
his critics said. His defense was a charac- 
teristic balancing of the situation. Should 
all the laws but one go unexecuted in seven 
States and the government itself go to 
pieces lest one be violated? In such a case 
would not the official oath be broken if the 
government should be overthrown, when it 
was believed that disregarding a single 
law would tend to preserve it? However, 
he did not believe that the jaw had been 
violated. 

But he did not like it, and in February 
of 62, just after Stanton came in as the 
head of the War Department, fie withdrew 
a@ generai amnesty 
to political prisoners. In the months 
that followed this generai.re'case of po 
litical prisoners things grew wors> as we

armies, there was his failure to persuse 
the Border States to adopt compensated 
emancipation, a new and more vigorous 
policy was necessary, and as a first measure 
he issued his preliminary emancipation 
proclamation, an act that brought upon him 
a serious charge of unconstitutionality and 
earned him the title of “King Lincoln.” 

Two days after the Emancipation Proc- 
lamatior came a sweeping suspension .of 
the writ of habeas corpus “as long as the 
insurrection should endure.” The chief 
reason given was that it had “become nec- 
essary to cali into service not only volun- 
teers, but also portions of the militia of the 
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States by draft, in order to suppress the 
insurrection existing in the United States, 
and disloyal persons are not adequately re- 
strained by the ordinary processes of law 
from hindering this measure.” 

This drafting of men into service was 
the third count against Lincoln—to 
minds the most despotic of the changes he 
was making in his policy in order to se- 
cure a more vigorous and effective prosecu- 
tion of the war. Lincoln had no doubt be- 
lieved through the first year of the war 
that there would never be a necessity of 
raising armies by drafting; but the weari- 
ness and disgust that McClellan's failure in

More than one general used his au- 
thority at this period to arrest minis- 
ters for sermons preached, particularly in 
the territory of the Border States. Under 
the protection of the church they criticized 
the war and the method of prosecution. , 
Lincoln dismissed more than one of these 
suspensions, generally because he sensed 
that it was a case of a divided church—di- 
vided, to be sure, on the matter of war. 
In the case of a St. Louis church, where 
the minister had been removed by the gen- 
eral in command, Lincoln wrote him “the 
United States government must not by this 


order undertake to run a church, When 


opposed its operation could, of course, be 
taken care of summarily because of the 
suspension of the writ of habeas corpus. 
When the Thirty-seventh Congress ad- 
journed in March of ‘63, Vallandigham 
went back to Ohio, where he had a big fol- 
lowing, and began an active and bitter 
campaign against the administration.

From the start Burnside had been violent 
in his opposition to all forms of Copper- 
headism. Treason would not be tolerated 
in his department, he said. He would not 
allow anyone to declare sympatiiy for the 
enemy. This policy of Burnside’s was well 
under way when at the beginning of "63 a 
Democratic mass meeting was held at Mt.

Becomes Urgent 


/OLUNTEERING ceased. Desertions in- 
y¥ creased. The need of more and more 
troops became urgent, and several of the 
States in which volunteering was lagging 
tried drafting in order to make up their 
quotas. Congress and the administration 
began to discuss the advisability of making 
a national law, and as early as August of 
‘62 Lincoln wrote to a foreign correspond- 
ent and sympathizer not to be alarmed if 
he heard that the North had resorted to a 
draft. 

But if there was a popuiar demand for 
the draft, there was a louder popular pro- 
test against it, and throughout the summer 
and fall of all sorts of intc /orences and 
outbreaks occurred. In Penns ivania the 
malcontents went so far as to attempt to 
prevent drafted men who had themselves 
accepted the situation from leaving their 
homes. 

This open interference was of course 
met by wholesale arrests and imprison- 
ments, allowed by the suspension of the ha- 
beas corpus writ. 

Now, if Lincoin nimself could have de- 
cided who should and should not be ar- 
‘rested. we can believe that there would 
rave been few orders; Both his under- 
standing of men and his sense of values 
were such that if every prisoner could 
have passed before him, we can believe 
there would have been few mistakes, But 
it was not Abraham Lincoln who was ar- 
resting them, it was Secretary Stanton, it 
was the military commanders. Stanton 
was suspicious, hot-tempered, vindictive, 
and where he found any trace of disloyalty, 

was quick to order a man behind the 

rs. There were many of the generals 
whose loyalty was of the same passionate 
kind. There were others with an over- 
grown sense of power and a joy in exercis- 
ing it. 

A new burden was put on Lincoln's 
shoulders by foolish, personal and vindic- 
tive applications of the law; many cases 


were put before him so unwise, if not un- 
just, that he had to interfere.

an individual in a church or out of it be- 
comes dangerous to the public interest, he 
must be checked, but let the churches as 
such take care of themselves.

Although there were many thousand mili- 
tary arrests during the war, just how many 
has never, so far as I know, been satigfac- 
torily settled. The only really specta¢ular 
case was that of Clement L. Vallandigham 
of Ohio. Vallandigham was a leader of 
that branch of the Democratic party that 
took pride in its title of “Copperhead” and 
wore that vindictive emblem on the lapel 
of its coat. He was in Congress rhen the 
Emancipation Proclamation was signed, 


Vernon, Ohio, with Vallandigham as the 
chief. speaker. 
Burnside, knowing of the meeting, sent 


two officers in civilian clothes to take 


notes. What they brought back convinced 
the general that there had been treason- 
able utterances, and without consultation 
with any authority he sent a company of 
soldiers on a special train to Dayton, where 
Vallandigham lived and ordered his ar- 
rest. A military trial of an irregular sort 
was held, and Vallandigham found guilty 
of “publicly expressing sympathy for those 
in arms against the government of the 
United States.” His sentence was close 
confinement during the continuance of the 
war. 

When the news of his high-handed per- 
formance reached the Cabinet in Washing- 
ton, there was general dismay. 


That the Cabinet, the President included, 
disapproved, reached Burnside’s ears, and, 
sensitive as he was because of his removal 
from the Army of the Potomac, he offered 
at once to resign. Something of Linclon’s 
irritation at the whole situation shows in 
his answer: 

“When I wish to supersede you, I shall 
let you know. All the Cabinet regret the 
necessity of arresting Vallandigham, 
some perhaps doubting there was a real 
necessity for it, but being done all were 
for seeing you through with it.” 

The way that he saw Buruside through 
with it was to commute the sentence 
which had been pronounced upon Vallan- 
digham. “The President directs,” he wrote 
Burnside, “that without delay you send C. 
L. Vallandigham under secure guard to 
the headquarters of Gen. Rosecrans, to be 
put by him beyond our military lines.” And 
this was done.

in June in Albany. These upheld the Union 
but they asserted that military arrests, for 
which the President was ultimately respon- 


sible, were unconstitutional. “I think they 


are not.” Lincoln replied. 

One adroit argument he made wag that 
under.the head of “liberty of speech,” 
“liberty of the press” and “habeas corpus” 
the Confederates had hoped to “keep on 
foot in the North an efficient corps of spies, 
informers, suppliers, aiders and abettors of 
their cause in a thousand ways.” 

That which took hold of the people most 
strongly in hig argument was not the ques- 
tion of constitutionality or unconstitution- 
ality; it was his touching reference to the 
effect that such agitation as Vallandig- 
ham was carrying on tad had upon the sol- 
diers. 
“Wallandigham was not arrested,” he 
told the protestants, “because he was dam- 
aging the political prospects of the admin- 
istration or the personal interegts of the 
commanding general, but because he wag 
damaging the army, upon the existence and 
| vigor of which the life of this nation de 
pends.” 


There was the practical man. No mar 
more for law or Constitution than he 
in times of peace, but when law and the 
Constitution themselves were overridden, 
then he must do what was necessary to 
save them, whether it was written tgto the 
document or not. 


Lincoln had turned the tables on Val- 
landigham in a way that bad won the pub- 
lic, and his vigorous answer to the criti- 
cisms of his enforcement oi his new poli- 
cies had an immediate and gdmirable ef- 
fect. It was a sound, sensible, practical 


, | point of view, the common man said. 


What we may call Lincoln's “fighting 
intellect” was never in better form than in 
the documents setting forth his arguménts 
against the three great features which as 
military necessities he introduced into his 
policy for conducting the war, in the fall of 
’62. He never argued more clearly or more 
practically; he never assumed positions 
more daring or defended them more frank- 
ly and convincingly. The letter defending 
the Emancipation Proclamation, sent to 
the mass meeting in Springfield, [ll.; the 


Ohio committee defending military arrests 
and an opinion on the draft, not published 
until long after his death, are among his 
greatest political expressions. They are 
the honest thinking of a man who has the 
responsibility of saving his country by war, 
who wants to do it as nearly as he can ac- 
cording to the letter of the law, but whp 
reglizes that war itself is in essence a law- 
less thing, that when you go into it you 
must do what you must do—one of the 
strongest arguments againgt war! 


These letters were a strong force in 
turning the tide—that tide which had been 
so against him, but which by the summer 
of 68 had begun to turn. That turn was 
rushed ahead in July by the ome thing 
which he had needed most from the start, 
and that was brilliant military victories. It 


they meant to Lincoln that we shall take 
up in our next chapter.
